Alfalfa Receipts 
, _ 

at Kansas City 
Show Slight Gain 

Receipts of baled alfalfa at Kan- 
sas City increased slightly during a 
recent period, according to the Pro- 
duction and Marketing Administra- 
tion market news service. The re- 
ceipts totaled 14 cars, compared with 
10 cars the previous week and 31 a 
year ago 

With weather again unfavorable 
only a couple of cars were dry and 
they had poor color, PMA reported 
The rest of the arrivals were damp 
to wet 

Nominally the market for good, 
dry feeding hay was fully steady 
while other kinds were slow. There 
was no shipping business as there 
was nothing satisfactory to offer, a)- 
though this demand probably is lim- 
ited. Posted sales during the week | 
were one car at $25, one at $24, two 
at two at $19. one at $18, one 
at $16 and three at $14 

In the Platte River Valley of Ne 
braska, with a more plentiful supply 
of boxcars, 213 cars of alfalfa mea! 
were reported out of principal joad- 
ing stations. However, trading in 
baled alfalfa continued slow, and 
only 23 cars moved out by rail. Baled 
alfalfa continued to move to termi- 
nal markets, with alfalfa milling in- 
terests the principal outlet. Meal was 
shipped to scattered points in Iowa, 
Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin and Ohio, 
with a few lots going into eastern 
states. Prices held about steady on 
sun-cured alfalfa, with first cutting 
offered at $8@10, second at $10@12

and third at $12@13, loose in the 
field. Baling and loading were $6@7 
additional. Alfalfa meal markets 
were somewhat weaker, and some 
offerings brought as little as $41@ 
2 ton. Seventeen per cent dehydrat- 
ed meal moved at about $45, f.o.b 
loading points. Hill pastures were in 
very good condition, and many ex- | 


cellent stands of fall-seeded alfalfa 
were reported 

Rains continued to interrupt alfalfa 
harvesting im the Larned, Kansas, 
area. With wet ground, slow curing 
weather and short periods of sun- 
shine between rains it has been diffi- 
cult to dry alfalfa enough for baling, 
and little progress was made. De- 
mand for alfalfa was lacking, and 
there was no movement. Good qual- 
ity storage alfalfa was being held 
firm. Dehydrators were behind on 
their acreage because of frequent 
shut-downs caused by soft fields. Al- 
falfa production has been greatly re- 
duced by an abnormally large amount 
of rain during July and August. Some 
fields have not been cut a second 
time and weather has been too wet 
for seed production. Newly seeded 
fields of alfalfa were showing good 
stands and making a nice growth 

Receipts of prairie hay at Kansas 
City were much larger at 44 cars 
for the week, compared with 16 the 
previous period and 84 a year ago 
The larger receipts included a few 
more cars of satisfactory feeding 
quality, although color continued 
poor. The market was fully steady for 
good quality feeding alfalfa, but was 
slow for other kinds to draggy fe 
the lower qualities.

WASHINGTON Supplies of by 
product feeds for the first nine 
months of the 1949-50 season were 
the largest of record and amounted 
to 12.5 million tons, according to the 
Production and Marketing Adminis 
tration. Record supplies of oilseed 
meals more than offset amalier sup- 
plies of wheat millfeeds 

However, because of increased live- 
stock numbers, supplies of feedstuffs 
per grain-consuming animal unit 
were the smallest in four years al 
though well above the average for the 
war years 

While feedstuffs prices in July were 
10% higher than a year earlier, they 
averaged slightly lower the first nine 
months of the current season than in 
the samme months last season

Alfalfa meal supplies amounted to 
721,400 tons the first nine months of 
1949-50, a drop of about 50,000 tons 
from the same period last season 
Supplies of tankage and meat scraps 
dropped a little below last season and

Feedstu‘is prices were well below 
the previous year during the first 
half of the season, reflecting large 
supplies of both grain and feed. Be- 
cause of the late spring and large 
livestock numbers, feedstuff prices 
advanced in May and June to well 
above last year. An active demand, 
due largely to the Korean situation, 
advanced prices sharply in July but 
by the middle of August prices had 
dropped 14% from the high point 

Prices did not advance uniformly in 
July and varied sharply compared 
with the 10-year (1939-48) average. 
Soybean oil meal, fish meal and tank- 
age made the largest gains and aver- 
aged about $40 ton above the 10-year 
average. Cottonseed oi] meal and lin- 
seed oil meal averaged about $20 ton 
above, while gluten and hominy feeds 
were about $11 ton above. Bran prices 
in July were $15 above, while mid- 
dlings and shorts were almost $22 ton 
above average.

Vitamin Biz in Poultry Nutrition 








EDITOR'S NOTE: The accom 
panying article is the essential text 
of a report presented at the first 
annual Montana Nutrition Confer- 
ence last spring at Montana State 
College, Bozeman.

ITAMIN By can be added to 

V vitamins A, D and G (ribo- 
flavin) to compose a list of 


the four most important vitamins in 
poultry nutrition. The values of vita- 
mins A, D and G, and their de- 
ficiency effects in poultry nutrition 
are now universally recognized. They 
are added in some fairly concentrat- 
ed form to practically all well-bal- 
anced poultry rations. To assure our- 
selves of a more complete poultry 
ration which will give optimum chick 
growth, livability and hatchability 
under a wide range of management 
conditions, it is time to consider 
vitamin B. supplementation 

Vitamin B. was first reported 
isolated in crystalline form by Merck 


Research Laboratory workers in 
April, 1948, and eight days later by 
workers in the Glaxo Laboratories 


in England. It is a red crystalline 
compound of high molecular weight 
and contains about 4% of cobalt in 
addition to carbon, hydrogen, oxygen 
and nitrogen 

Vitamin By is recognized as being 
the most important component of 
the better known anima! protein fac- 
tor, and has also been called “chick 
growth,” “hatchability” and “cow- 
manure” facters in poultry nutri- 
tional work. We will refer to the 
term or factor primarily as vitamin

Sources of Vitamin B., 
Principal sources of vitamin By to 
date in poultry nutrition have been 
animal protein supplements such as 
fish mea! and fish by-products known 
as “solvents,” meat meal, liver meal 


and, to a lesser extent, dried milk 
Soybean oi] meal, the most widely 
used vegetable protein supplement 


in poultry feeding, is very low in the 
factor. Grain and grain by-products, 
the major ingredients in poultry ra- 
tions, are also very low 

The cheapest source of vitamin B, 


for poultry feeding comes frem 
microbiological fermentation. Most 
microorganisms grow without vita- 


min Be, but in the process of growth 
they produce varying amounts of the 
vitamin. Microorganisms are now be- 
ing used for large scale production 
of vitamin B. concentrates for poul- 
try feeding. These microbiologically 
produced vitamin B,. supplements are 
now important in the economy of 
poultry production because they make 
possible the replacement (or at least 
reduction) of high-priced animal pro- 
tein supplements like fish meal and 
meat scraps with less expensive soy- 
bean oil meal, added calcium and 
phosphorus and the vitamin B. sup- 
plement. The cost of vitamin B, sup- 
plementation is smal) 

One milligram of vitamin B. seems 
the desirable level of supple- 

mentation if all animal protein sup- 

plements are replaced with soybean 
| oil meal. However, some investigators 
| question the advisability of complete- 
| ly replacing all animal protein sup-

It seems 
safe to state that the amount of 
supplementation with vitamin B. 
‘l mg. of vitamin B,. per 100 ib 
mash) might be reduced by one half 
for every 3% of anima! protein sup- 
plement used in a poultry mash 


Vitamin B,, Deficiency 

Some of the results of a vitamin 
B. deficiency in poultry feeding 
have been mentioned. They are de 
creased growth, increased chick mor- 
tality and decreased hatchability 
Size and number of eggs do not 
seem to be materially affected 

Bird and coworkers of the US 
Department of Agriculture Belts- 
ville Research Center have observed 
a reduced requirement for vitamin 
B. or the anima! protein factor dur- 
ing the later stage of growth of 
chickens and turkeys 

In a study of the relationship of 
the animal protein factor (vitamin 
B.) to feed efficiency in poultry 
Stevens, Biely and March of the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia have pub 
lished some evidence that the fac- 
tor may have considerable influence 
on the economy of feed utilization 
and that even though the factor 
may be supplied in quantities ade- 
quate for normal growth, it may not 
be present at the optimum level for 
maximum feed efficiency 


Protein Level 

Protein level affects the vitamin

They showed 
that this increased hatchability of 
heas in floor pens could be due to 
consumption of the dr since 
adding 10% of dried feces from hens 
in batteries to their diet gave in- 
creased hatchability. 

Petersen, Wiese and Lampman of 
the Idaho Agricultural Experiment 
Station observed that hatchability 
of hens on an all-vegetable diet and 
on a ration containing pea meal plus 
2% meat meal was better on floor 
pens than in batteries.

Carotene deficiency in cattle may 
give rise to a variety of pathological 
conditions. These include reproduc- 


| tive disorders, usually abortions, still- 


| defects, including night 


births or weak calves. Certain ner- 
vous disorders, skin lesions and eye 


xerophthalmia and sometimes total 
blindness occur in this deficiency 
Anasarca. a generalized edematous 
condition, is attributed to vitamin A 
deficiency. Diarrhea in young calves 
and intermittent diarrhea in older 
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animals also occur. The possibility 
that urinary calculi in steers & 
caused in part by vitamin A deficiency 
is still under investigation. In favor 
of this viewpoint ts the fact that 
calculi occur seasonally at the time 
of lowest carotene in the feed In 
some cases feed lot experience has in- 
dicated vitamin A deficiency as & 
probable cause of calculi 

The known importance of vitamin 
A for the health of the epithelial tis- 
sues makes it appear reasonable that 
a deficiency could disturb the struc- 
ture and function of the kidneys and 
other urinary organs to the extent 
that the minerals, protein and tissue 
fragments associated with calculus 
formation would be present in the 
urine and might contribute to the de- 
velopment of stones 


Recognition 
When a carotene deficiency has 
| reached the point of producing the 
pathological conditions just men- 
tioned, its recognition is relatively 
easy, but it would be desirable to be 
able to detect this deficiency before 
it has reached the point of seriously 
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impairing the health of the animal 
There is evidence that internal tissue 
changes occur before external symp 
toms are observed, but the most cer 
tain way to determine the estate of 
the carotene-vitamin A nutrition of 
an animal is by analysis of the bleod 
for these materials 
As an animal on « 
cient feed uses up 
of vitamin A and carotene, the 
amount of substances in 
the bleod stream decreases. By ex 
periment it has been determined that 
when the blood level of carotene 
drops to 25 micrograms per 100 milli- 
liters or the blood vitamin A falls be 
low 16 micrograms per 100 milli 
liters of plasma, we may expect clin- 
ical symptoms to begin to appear. In 
the special case of pregnant cows 
these levels ere considerably higher

These scientists 
established the daily requirement for 
maintenance of cattle as 26 to 33 
micrograms of carotene per kilogram 
body weight per day. For sheep the 
value is practically the same, 25 to 35 
micrograms Keener and his co-work- 
ers agree with this figure for dairy 
calves in the summer but state that 
twice this amount failed to protect 
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calves during average winter condi- 
tions. Schmitt's figures are some- | 
what lower than Guilbert and Hart's, 
namely 10 micrograms for cattle and 
14-16 for sheep 

That the availability of carotene 
may vary somewhat with the source 
was shown by Ward, Bechde!l and 
Guerrant, who found that the require- 
ment for the maintenance of Holstein 
cows varies from 24 micrograms per 
kilogram body weight when fed as 
carotene concentrate to 73 micro- 
grams when fed as alfalfa molasses | 
silage, with other roughages lying | 
between thebe values. These authors 
also showed a slightly higher caro- 
tene requirement for Guernsey cows 
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than for Holsteins. We might inter- 


pret this as being due to more effi- | 


cient conversion of carotene to vita- 
min A by the Holstein than by the 
Guernsey 

During gestation and lactation the 
carotene requirement may be greatly 
elevated. Schmidt gives a figure of 
more than 55 micrograms per kilo 
for gestating Jersey heifers, which 
agrece well with Davis and Madsen's 
figure of 60 micrograms. That such 
dietary levels may not be required 
during the whole of pregnancy is in- 
dicated by the report of Guilbert and 
Hart of one instance in which a cow 
began gestation with no vitamin A 
reserve and whose carotene intake 
was maintained at the minimum level 
until the last month of pregnancy,

A Striking Observation 
The most striking observation with 
regard to the storage of vitamin A 
is the inefficiency of the animal in 
bringing excess dietary carotene into 
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storage either as carotene or vitamin 
A. At least 5 or 10 times the minimum 
daily requirement must be provided 
over a period of several months to in- 
sure a moderate amount of storage 
(Guilbert, Miller and Hughes). For 
example, in 13 days a depleted cow 
consumed 15 grams of carotene in 
hay. She stored only 400 milligrams 
(2.7% of her intake) (Guilbert and 
Hart). The total storage of carotene 
and vitamin A in cows on green feed 
varied from 6 gram for younger ani- 
mals to 3.6 grams in aged cows. In 
the liver this was mostly vitamin A 
and in the body fat mostly carotene 
(Guilbert and Hart) 

The rate of withdrawal of such 
stores amounts to 9-11 micrograms 
per kilogram body weight per day 
(Guilbert and Hart). A great many 
studies have been reported to indicate 
how long the stored vitamin will care 
for the needs of an animal! on deficient 
rations. On rations practically devoid 
of all carotene, we find figures all the 
way from 45 days for three-month-old 
calves to 282 days for old steers to 
reach a state of clinical deficiency 
Le., night-blindness. Although there 
are very wide variations between in- 
dividua! animals in the same age group 
handled identically, in general young- 
er animals are more rapidly depleted 
than old ones. New born calves from 
cows on abundant carotene have prac- 
tically no liver storage of vitamin A 
but they soon store considerable 
quantities from the vitamin rich 
colostrum of their dams 

When it comes to the practical 
problem of determining the adequacy 
of our ranges to supply sufficient 
carotene for maintaining the stock 
grazing on them, our knowledge is 
very sketchy and meager. Studies 
have been made in California, Texas, 
Oklahoma, Nebraska, New Mexico 
and Kansas on the carotene content 
of range grasses at different times 
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of year, but the species studied are 
different from ours and also the cli- 
matic conditions are much different 
We may consider any carotene level 
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| in the feed below 3 parts per million 
| as being inadequate for cattle (6 
p.p.m. for pregnant cows) 
Generalizing from the results of 
range forage analyses in other states 
we may assume that the green grass 
of early summer will provide suffi 
cient carotene to saturete the stor- 
age facilities of the stock grazing on 
it. As the range dries, however, the 
carotene content of the forage falls 
very rapidly till probably by fall it 
will reach a level too low for main 
tenance of livestock, and if the stock 
are held on such feed long enough 
they will use up their stored vitamin 
A reserves and begin to show defi 
ciency symptoms before the grass 
turns green again in the spring 
In addition to the general level of 
carotene in the range grasses we 
should consider the availability of 
browse plants, some of which may 
carry a considerable amount of caro- 
tene throughout the winter. An ex 
ample of this is the herd of cattle on 
experiment near Miles City. Last year 
during the summer and early fall the 
animals were on limited pastures with 
relatively little browse available. The 
blood carotene 
to a minimurn of 4.3 micrograms per 
100 mi., but this year the same ani 
mals were in « large pasture during 
late summer and fall, with grease 
wood and salt bush available to them 
They have eaten considerabie quanti 
ties of these two browse plants and 
their carotene has not fallen below 
61 micrograms.

Knowing that clinical symptoms of 
vitamin A deficiency may occur in 
range-fed cattle, the problem is to 
know how to determine the need for 
supplementation, what kind of sup 
plement to feed, when to feed it, and 
| how much to feed 
It is probably unwise to wait till 

clinical symptoms appear before be- 
ginning to feed supplements. How

Blood analysis is the most re- 
liable method for determining the 
nutritional state of stock with respect 
to vitamin A, but for routine use on 
range stock it is usually impractical 
The best procedure is for the individu- 
al stockman to consider the condi- 
tions under which his herds have been 
fed for the past several months, to 
consider the age of his animals, and, 





of course, whether they are pregnant, 
and then if there is any possibility of 
a deficiency to supplement them 


The choice of supplements should | 


be determined by the cost per unit of 
vitamin A or carotene supplied. The 
use of hay is generally the most satis- 
factory method for insuring adequate 
dietary carotene. One pound of No 
1, 3 Ib. No. 2, or 6 Ib. No. 3 alfalfa 
hay should maintain a pregnant cow 
Full feeding on No. 1 grass hay is 
also sufficient, but trouble can be ex- 
pected if the stockman is attempting 
to maintain his herds on dry range or 





on poor quality hay for long periods 
It must be remembered that the 


carotene and vitamin A in most feeds | 


and supplements are quite unstable, | 
and that until recently, it has been 
quite impossible for a feed manufac- 
turer to guarantee a particular vita- 
min A level in his product when it 
has been stored for more than a few 


| weeks. Apparently preservatives have 


now been developed to the point

Range pellets fortified with fish 
liver oils and stabilized against de- 
struction of vitamin A are on the 
market. The use of dehydrated alfalfa 
is highly recommended because 
though it is only moderately stable 
and a great deal of carotene is lost 
on prolonged standing, the initial lev- 
el is so high that even year-old sam- 
ples will still contain an abundante 
of carotene. With new dehydrated a) 
falfa meal, one third of a pound per 
day wil] maintain a pregnant cow, 
but after the meal is a year old she 
will require 2 Ib. For emergency use 


| there are available high potency vita- 


min A concentrates in capsule form 

The amount of supplement to feed 
should not be pared too closely to 
the minimum requirements because 
the vitamin content may be much 
lower than supposed due to destruc- 
tion on storage. The National Re- 
search Council fecommends about 
three times the minimum require- 
ments so that some storage can take 
place. Overdosage with carotene and 
vitamin A is not harmful, so ade- 
quate supplementation with the less 
expensive forms of either of these is 
advisable

113,200,000 BU. WHEAT 


WINNIPEG—The carryover of Ca- 
nadian wheat in all positions July 31 
this year was 113,200,000 bu., accord- 
ing to figures released by the Do- 
minion Bureau of Statistics. The fig- 
ure is the largest in four years, and 
included only 12,400.00 bu.. or 11% 
still remaining in farmers’ hands 

The carryover combined with the 
dominion government's preliminary 
crop estimate of 544 million bushels 
for all Canada, makes a total supply 
of Canadian wheat available in all po- 
sitions of 657,200,000 bu. 

The carryover showed no stocks of 
Canadian wheat in U.S. position. Last 
year the carryover was 102,200,000 
bu. The largest recorded carryover 
was seven years ago, when the total.

Country stores and producers’ sell- 
ing agencies report a steady demand 
for formula feeds. Turkey raisers are 
the best and most consistent buyers, 
with the chicken raisers following in 
line, according to a survey of these 
stores 

Harvesting of oats and wheat and 
other feed ingredients has about been 
completed in this area, and farmers 
are already beginning to feed their 
own grain to consuming animals and 
poultry. With cooler weather still 
a few weeks away, herds will be 
kept on pasture as long as possible

Steadier Prices 
Revive Feed Buying 
in Central Area 


Central states formula feed mills 
report some revival of interest in 
most classes of poultry feeds. Pre- 
viously purchased inventories have 
been worked down in many instances, 
and with prices more stable as a re- 
sult of leveling off in certain ingre- 
dient values, local dealers and feed- 
ers have reentered the market for 
supplies 

Ege mashes are moving better as 
pullets begin to enter the laying 
houses. Broiler rations still are priced 
favorably in relation to finished bird 
returns, which induces rather liberal 
use of feed 

Turkey feeds continue as the high 
point of activity with all central 
states feed producers and are expect- 
ed to continue so for at least another 
month. Flocks are large, and forced 
feeding for the fall market is at a 
heavy rate 

Dairy formula feeds still are on the 
quiet side, with dairymen utilizing the 
lush pasturage which exists in most 
areas. Mills specializing in hog feeds 
report fair to good activity as a re- 
sult of more stable markets 

Most ingredients have leveled off 
following the recent sharp declines 
and a few of them show a firmer 
tone. Outlook for growing feed grain 
crops remains mostly favorable, al- 
though there are some hardship dis- 
tricts in western Michigan which 
summer showers have consistently 
missed 


Poultry Business 
Steady, Dairy Feed 

a bd Ld y 
Slow in Pacific N.W. 

Declining formula feed prices and a 
very sluggish market marked develop- 
ments in the feed trade in the Pacific 
Northwest during the past week 
Formula feed prices were down $1 
@2 ton, grains and most of the proc- 
essed grains declined $2@3, led by 
barley, harvesting of which is in full 
swing in producing sections of east- 
ern Washington 

The volume of turkey and egg 
mash business held about steady 
and dairy business was still in 
the doldrums. Feed men reported 
that due to the unfavorable mill- 
feed ratio, dairymen are not feed- 
ing any more than for bare main- 
tenance in spite of the fact that pas- 
tures are in poor condition 

Also, the financial status of many 
dairymen is questionable, and feed 
dealers are reluctant to take on any 
more dairy feed business without be- 
ing assured of where the money is 
coming from with which to pay for 
it. All these factors combine to make 
the outlook unfavorable for dairy 
feed trade. 

Private trade estimates indicate 
that there will be more chickens in 
laying houses this fall than had been 
anticipated a few months ago, and 
this, combined with high meat prices 
which should mean favorable returns 
for turkeymen, makes the outlook for 
chicken and turkey feed business 
somewhat more favorable.
